I'm not sure. All that I know so far is that the phone service seems to 
be the same. And our weird drop situation doesn't seem to have changed 
as both lines still work out in the shop/garage. Because they charge 
monthly for each drop (defined as a cable with 1 or more lines tied to 
their system at the pole and going anywhere), both of our lines come 
from the pole to the house (the official drop), then go back to the pole 
and down to the garage (the line going back to the pole from the house 
doesn't connect to anything except the third line going to the garage). 
So they obviously didn't touch that or it wouldn't be working. Next 
time that I have a phone company guy out here, I'll have to ask him how 
we are connected to the new fiber line.

OK, it sounds like all that's happened is that the bearer wires are now 
fibre-optic cables, with some sort of a gizmo on the pole to convert the 
photons into electrons :-) 


The situation here in Oz is a bit more complex. We were initially 
copper-only (and thought that 9600 baud modems were real fast!), then we 
got ADSL (which I guess is the same as your DSL?) with faster speeds but 
needing an ADSL modem; I was getting 12Mbs/0.75Mbs, but you had to be no 
more than about 5km from the exchange; in the meantime, the backbone 
became fibre, but still copper on "last mile". 


Then an incoming government promised NBN (National Broadband Network), 
with fibre to the premises (FTTP), and started to roll it out. A change 
of government later, and FTTP was stopped, in favour of fibre to the node 
(FTTN) and copper (at ADSL speeds) to the premises, along with a mixture 
of HFC (hybrid fibre coax) and satellite. What a mess! But typical of 
technologically-challenged governments... 


However, commercial properties and those living in units (condominiums?) 
still get FTTP, and I am lucky enough to live in the latter; last test I 
did I got 23.5Mbs/4.72Mbs, so I'm not complaining :-)

I have TBX manuals on TBX, TBX-5 and TBX-8. The TBX manual was printed by 

GE on a 1941 Contract with two early 1942 Supplement Contracts. Ignoring 

the TBX-8 because it is a different radio, I am trying to pin down the radio's 
full Navy Type Number for models from TBX through TBX-6. And to determine 
what model number(s) the early manual actually covers. It's title is 
"Instruction Book GEI 16829 for TBX Series of Portable Radio Equipments. Which 
could imply that it was intended to cover more than just the base TBX. Plus 
in some places it refers to several of the alternate power supplies 

(alternate meaning anything but batteries for the receiver and hand crank 
generator 

for the transmitter) with a -1 and/or a -2 following the model letters (for 
example EF-1 and EF-2). 


I would appreciate it if any TBX-(*) owner other than TBX-8 would send me 
either all of the radio nameplate information including serial number or a 
photo of the nameplate. And if you have the time, the same for the nameplates 
on any accessory/battery boxes and any power sources (hand crank generator, 
rectifier supply, dynamotor supply, etc.). According to a note in my 
database, I once had a radio that originally said TBX-4 and CG-43005-C but the 
"C" had been marked out and replaced with a "D". 


Also, anyone who has a manual (that didn't come from me) please send the 

title page info, and how the radio is referred to throughout the manual and on 
the schematic. As an example, in one place near the front of the TBX 

Series manual it refers to the radio as 43005-A. Elsewhere and on the schematic, 
it is just 43005. In the Preliminary TBX-5 manual that I have, in the text 

and on the original schematic it is just 43005 but on the revised schematic 

that accompanied a one-page supplement it is 43005-D.

Hi Guys, 


Am working on an RCK variation of the National NC-100 used for airways 
ground monitoring and communication. For those of you knowledgeable about 
the "four-course" navigation radio beacons of the past (1928 to mid or 
later 1950s), the RCK has a CONS (carrier-operated noise suppression) which 
was basically a squelch circuit that operated a relay. I'm told that the 
relay not only operated the radio pilot light but more importantly had a 
set of contacts that would operate a remote signal light to let an airplane 
pilot know if the 200-400kHz airways beacon signal was operational. Was 
that remote light only on when the beacon carrier were operational or was 
it only on when the beacon carrier was down? I assume it was a bright 
light readily visible in the night sky. Color?

Beware of any crystal microphone or headphone. The crystal material 
is sensitive to heat (a hot day may be too much) moisture and shock. Few 
old ones have survived. While there were many patented methods of 
moisture sealing none are really permanent. Shock can come from dropping 
or a strong signal applied to the crystal. 

AFAIK there are no replacement elements for any of these. The 
Kobitone elements seem to have been discontinued some time ago. 

Crystal microphones and phonograph pickups were very popular from 
about the mid 1930s to 1950s because they have very high output, thus 
saving the cost of a stage of amplification, combined with good fidelity 
and are cheap to make. However they are delicate. Ceramic elements are 
much less sensitive to heat and moisture but have about 10db less output. 

The D-104 and its ceramic sister the C-104 have a peaked output 
designed for high intelligibility speech but can sound "metallic". This 
is NOT an essential characteristic of crystal micrphones, which can have 
quite flat frequency response but was designed in and is mostly due to t 
diaphragm and coupling resonances rather than an impedance mis-match 
although working any crystal mic into too low an impedance will result 
in rolled-off bass. Replacement elements for the D-104, unless one can 
somehow find an original that works, may not sound the same.

I think 
Astatic's seem to have been better than most but none last forever. The 
element is dissolves if any moisture gets in. Rochelle salt is also 
sensitive to heat and physical shock. The latter was an especial problem 
with phonograph pickups because dropping the pickup on a record or 
scraping it across the grooves might be enough to damage it. Crystals 
were also used as record cutters and here overdriving one could fracture 
the crystal and destroy it. Why were they in such wide use? Simple, the 
were cheap, had good fidelity and as microphones and pickups had very 
high output which saved the cost of a stage of electronic amplification. 
The output level of a phono pickup was compatible with the output of the 
detector in an AM radio so one could attach a phonograph with a plug and 
switch.
